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neral commanded the attack, when two breaches'being made, the 


_ garriſon confiſting of 780 men, beſides: four field officers, and 289 


rapparees, laid down their arms, and furrendered at diſcretion. After 


making the place defenſible, he marched towards Athlone; and the 
20th of June ordered an aſſault to be made, which the Engliſn per-

N the various proofs of the antiquity and dignity of families, 
the uſe of the ſurname of one, for the chriſtian name of the others 
of eminence and worth, is accounted ſatisfactory and concluſive.

Sligo, knight of the ſhire for the county of Carlow, Colonel of a 
regiment of horſe, and a Brigadier- General. At the beginning of 
this century, when party conteſts ran high in the kingdom, many 
imjurious and groundleſs imputations aroſe againſt the character of 
Colonel Henry, touching his conduct at Limerick, and in the

HR Right Honourable JOHN-HENRY UPTON, Baron 
of TEMPLETOWN, in. the county of Antrim, in the 
kingdom of Ireland, born Nov. 8, 1771 ; fucceeded his father in 


Upton, in the county of Cornwall, as appears by entry and record 
made in the Herald's college, London, from whence! this pedigree, 
or the greateſt part, is taken; and which is further confirmed, by 
a viſitation made by Ralph Brooke, Rouge Croix, who, as appears

France, and was with him at the ſiege of Orleans; who, taking a 
view of the city from a window, was wounded by a ſhot in the head, 
of which wound he died, Nov. 3, 1428. His friend, the great 
Earl of Saliſbury being dead, Humphry, Duke of Glouceſter, the 
general patron of learning in thoſe days, obſerving the talents and 
parts of Mr. Upton, perſuaded him 40 lay afide the ſword, and 
take up his books again. He returned to the Univerſity, and took 
the degrees of Bachelor and Doctor of the Civil Law. By the 
intereſt of his patron, Humphrey, Duke of Glouceſter, he was 
made Canon of the church of Wells, then of Sarum, and after- 
wards chanter of Saliſbury. He was a perſon of that piety and 
learning, that he was choſen and ſent by the church of Sarum, to 
Pope Nicholas V. to move him, that Oſmund, their Founder and 
Bithop, might be canonized and inſerted in the catalogue of Saints. 
He compoſed a book of Heraldry (Fuller ſays, the firſt of that kind) 
which, in a dedication, he preſented, as a teſtimony of his gratitude, 
to the Duke of Glouceſter.

He was inſtituted one of the eight Conventual Bailiffs, the 
8th of November, 1548, and raiſed to the dignity of Turcopulerius, 
the 17th of October, 1549, a rank attached to the Englith nation 
only, and which gave him a ſeat in the Council of State. He was 
at Malta when the attack was made on the iſland by the Sultan 
Soliman II. in the year 551.

The ſaid John Holroyd, in. default of iſſue male of his mother's 
family, ſucceeded in the year 1768 to their eſtates. in Yorkſhire; 
Buckinghamſhire, and Middleſex, and at the ſame time added the 


name of Baker to his own, in conformity to the will of his uncle. 


He reſided principally at Sheffield-Place, in Suſſex, ull the year 
1778, when the war with France breaking out, the militia of the 
county being embodied for the firſt time in the month of March 
of that year, under. the command of the Duke of Richmond, he 
entered into it as Major. In the ſummer of the year 1779, when 
the Combined Fleet was upon the coaſt of England, he offered to

It is much to be regreited, that very imperfect accounts have 
been tranſmi ted to us of many perſons, who, in their on times, 
were cminently diſtinguiſhed. The fame of many celebrated orators 
and advocates, unleſs they are alſo writers, often expires with the 
breath by which it was created; or, at moſt, lives only in the fading 
memories of their contemporaries, and when they too periſh, is 


heard of no more; while the more permanent monuments of almoſt 


every other kind of excellence continue for ever the admiration of 


mankind, unimpaired by the lapſe of time, and the ravages of decay. 


Even of thoſe orators, of whoſe elocution we have ſome flight re- 
mains, who does not wiſh, that their contemporaries had recorded 
more particulars than have come down to us? Who would not be 


gratiſied by a minute account of the early hiſtory, the gradual attain- 


ments, the perſon, voice, peculiarity of manner, and appropriated 
wers of Coke, Bacon, Lord Strafford, Lord Digby, Lord Notting - 
ham, Lord Somers, Lord Bolingbroke, Mr. 8 and Sir 
Robert Walpole.— If ſuch particulars are unworthy the page of 
hiſtory, yet, from the collectors of anecdotes, and the writers of 
memoirs, we might ſurely expect them ; but here alſo, we are too 
frequently diſappointed. It was our wiſh to have given ſuch an 


account of the great Lawyer, of whom we now ſpeak, as well as 


of his eldeſt ſon, as might have tranſmitted to poſterity, at leaſt faint 

reſemblances of theſe two extraordinary men ; but our materials 

for the former are ſo ſcanty, that we muſt content ourſelves with a 

mere out-line, without aiming at any thing like a portrait.
